S there anything in the world of dress more astonish­ 
ing or more interesting than the suddenness with 
which a new fashion can be introduced? It was only 
a few weeks ago that the basque was first mentioned, 
yet already it meets one at every turn and basques make 
an Important part of every fashionable showing. Again 
how suddenly we have jumped from the plain narrow 
skirts to flounced skirts and to full long tunics. 
And 
now, to cap all, the vivid color that has been so marked 
is giving place to black and white combinations. 


Today on the Avenue, more black and white effects 
were exploited than any other and one of our most ir% 
portant dealers is showing one window entirely of black 
and white striped charmeuse satin combined with plain 
black and another of such dark blue and white taffeta 
that it gives much the same effect, so nearly black: 
is the color. We ai! know that when any fashion is over­ 
done, it sounds its own doom and the vivid colors have 
been a bit exaggerated but it is, nevertheless, remark­ 
able that the black and white craze which Paris started 
at the very recent races should already make itself ap­ 
parent on this side of the sea. 


Black taffeta combined with white crape d? chine makes 
some exceedingly fashionable costumes and there is every 
evidence of the black and white idea.
